PERMITTED  ARSENICAL  CATTLE  DIP 

The  Bureau  has  granted  permission  for  the  use  of  "Varco  Arsenical  Dip," 
manufactured  by  the  James  Varley  &  Sons,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  in  the  official  dipping 
of  cattle  for  ticks.  The  dilution  for  dipping  cattle  for  interstate  movement  is  1 
gallon  of  dip  to  not  more  than  136  gallons  of  water.  This  will  yield  a  solution 
containing  not  less  than  0.22  percent  actual  arsenious  oxide.
